We have been using a TCS for public displays for several years with very = 
poor results. We use a 20 ft vertical with a short ground rod. We are = 
able to hear stations but have little to no luck contacting them. = 
Operation is CW. 


Has anyone had any good experience using the TCS in the field? Radials 
are not an option since the whole purpose of the display is to show the 
public what a WW-II era radio station was like and we don't need people = 
tripping over wires. Too long an antenna is also not an option as we = 
usually don't have a lot of space. =20 


We have the complete TCS including the loading coil which is not used = 
with the vertical. 


We have never tried a "short" long wire. I though I might get some = 
expert advice before we start experimenting.

Ever since I acquired my HRO Senior, serial L175, around 1966, it has = 
had some backlash in the PW main tuning dial. Today I fixed it. = 
Apparently the problem was caused by some old lubricant that was causing = 
the two halves of the dial drive split gear to stick together. There = 
are springs mounted on the sides of the split gear that should take up = 
the backlash, but if the two sections are stuck together these springs = 
can't do their job. I was getting about three dial divisions of "dead = 
space" before the condenser would start moving in the opposite = 
direction. =20 


To fix the problem I took the top cover of the dial drive mechanism off 
to expose the split gear. I worked a screwdriver blade into the space = 
between the two gear halves to spread them just a little, and I sprayed 
some Berryman Non-Flammable Electric Motor Cleaner into the space. I = 
rotated the dial through its total span and sprayed the cleaner into the 
Space about every turn of the main tuning dial. The cleaner can says it = 
contains Trichloroethylene and that dissolves grease and oil. I picked = 
it up at my local, True-Value Hardware Store. I rotated the dial = 
through its total range several times, and then I checked the backlash = 
by tuning in a fixed frequency signal. The backlash was completely = 
gone! I finished up by dripping some very light grade oil into the 
space, and then I replaced the top cover. The backlash is still gone. 


This is one of four HRO's that I have. My HRO-5TA1, HRO-50T and = 
HRO-50R1 do not show the problem. Perhaps National used an inferior 
grade of lubricant early on, or perhaps the previous owner of my HRO = 
re-lubed it. In any event, this was a simple and quick fix for a = 
problem that I let bother me for far too long. I thought I would share = 
it with the group.
